Annual  Report  on  the  School  Llcdical  Sorvico  dcaliny  with 
tho  year  ended  'DccGnibGr  31st,  1920. 

Porn  6Li  and  its  Schedule,  both  of  .DGCGmbc.i.\  1920,  have 
boon  used  as  the  basis  of  the  Report,  and  many  of  tlio 
Sections  arc  answered  in  the  Tables,  wldlst  others  hare 
boGTi  rei'Crtod  upon  in  previous  Reports,  vjhich,  if  still 
carried  on  in  the  same  way,  or  tlioro  is  nothing  fresh  to 
report,  arc,  for  the  sake  of  economy,  not  dealt  v/ith  ayain. 
i.n.  questions  not  answorod  may  bo  taken  as  sati sf actory , 
e.g.  What  schools  hare  boon  closed?  .None. 

Scholars  on  scbiool  Registers  were  2529. 

Tiler o wore  813  children  esaTniiiGd  at  Scloduio  Inspections, 
and  132,  or  36.2^,  required  treatment,  a slight  increase  on 
last  year,  but  much  below  rocont  yoacs.  There 'was  a groat 
falling  off  in' the  cases  of  .gross  unc  1 oa.nl inoss,  defective 
clothing,  etc.,  ringworm,  impetigo,  scabips,  and  blepharitis, 
and  eases  were  treated  much  earlier,  with  shorter  al'vScuce 
from  vSehool  where  exclusion  was  nGcessary.  One  motl'.er  under 
tho  Ghildron' 3 Act  was  fined  40/-  and  costs  for  five  illogitima.to 
children  suffering  from  scahios  and  impetigo.  In  this,  as  in 
others  whore  prosocution  has  not  boc.n  .necessary,  I v;ould  express 
my  indebtedness  to  Inspector  Tur.rior  of  tho  N.S.P.G.G, 

Two  hundred  and  twelve  visits  to  schools,  were  pe-id  by  tho 
School  iJurse,  somo  of  them  being  surqTriso  oi-os  for  imeleanliness , 
others  for  enquiries,  following  up,  ctCc,  of  dofeotivo  oases. 

Such  visits,  v/ith  her  other  v;ork,  could  only  be  of  short 
duration,  and  solely  by  tho  hearty  co-operation  of  Eoad  Toac.)';ers 
could  such  good  results  bo  got  from  them,  for  they  could  not  be 
the  cleanliness  surveys  of  the  whole  schools,  as  suggested  by 
the  Board  of  Education,  and  which  tho  Biuird  pointed  out  could 
only' bo  done  with  the  services  of  anotlTor  Nurse.

Dofootivo  footoioar 
cases  dealt  with  through  tho  Clog  Fund  of  Mr.  Thomas  ho  worth, 
School  Attondarxce  Officer,  were  41. 

nutrition  was  generally  g':ood  and  table  of  avorago  vlolglrbs 
and  heights  is  in  tho -Report, 

'.Ye  have  boon  bettor  hblo  to  place  some  of  tho  (h'jfoctive 
children  In  special  sc}:ools,  and  I iKipe  0.u.rihg  1521  to  be  ^ ble 
to  get  a special  class  or  two  for  such  oases,  some  of  which  ' 
would  beneiif,  and  after  a while  return  to  tboir  old  schoolf', 
whilst  others  v/ould  shew  better  for  wli'-t  special  typo  of  iU;hoo'J. 
they  were  suited. 

Table  B gives  results  of  troatriont  of  visuo.l  d..  foots,  Th.,- 
cases  referred  for  inspection  wore  1920  ea.sos,  some  loft  O'Ver 
from  previous  year  as  well  as  others  for  ro-exai.iinat  ion , a totaj. 
of  135.  i)r.  Harry  examined  134  ;:ind  one  case  was  *n/:ar:iln(5d 
];riv't-ly  by  a specialist.  16  children  vvere  not  ordered  glasses 
or  any  treatment.  99  children  out  of  117  ordered  ffiasses, 
obtained  then,  and,  I trust,  none  of  18  who  fail.ed  to  do  so  will, 
in  1921.  six  cases  of  exfcomal  oyo  disease  w^-'ro  spocioflly' 
examinod  by  hr.  Harry  and  rocoivod  tre.atr:nn t .
